What muft the People of Great of Britain think of 
thefe People, when they fhall fee how they have been 
impofed upon by falfe Schemes inftead of true, imperfeét 
Schemes for full Schemes, of a part of the Trade for 
Schemes of THE TRADE, that is of the whole 
Trade? Will they not juflly reproach them with ha- 


ving deluded and defrauded them, impofed upon, and 
deceived them ? Will ‘they not lay all the Confequences 
of thefe Delufions upon them,’ and tell them, that they, 
the Scheme-makers have been the Caufe of all the unjuft 
Clamour they, rhe Manufatturcrs, have made againft the 
Government, and of all the Reproaches they have catt 
upon the Minifiry ? That thefe Men told them, the Bal- 
lance of the French Trade was againft us, and gave 
them Accounts to prove it, which Accounts they called 
a State of the Trade, and Schemes of TH E Exporta- 
tions and Importations between England and France ; 
whereas now it appears, that'in Truth they were full 
Accounts of the Importations from France; for all otic 
Goods from France, which were Enter’d at all; were 
Enter’d as from France, time of War excepted, as fhall 
appear by it felf. But as to our Exportations, thofe 
Accounts were, : 


Firft, Wrong done, as they were, as has been already 
— great Chiastities of the Goods really Exported, 
eing concealed. 


Secondly, Wrong in themfelves, they being in realli- 
ty Accounts of but part of our Exportations to France, 
but by the unparallel’d Impudence of a foreign Scrib- 
bler and an ignorant Tool, hired to fay what they put 
into his Mouth, are cram’d down the Throats of our 
People as authentick and compleat Accounts, and then 
to make them operate upon the Paflions of the Party 
they are back’d by this Writer, with a great and con-

They purfued this with perfonal Rage and perfonal 
Malice, and made the Difference in an Opinion about 
Commerce, a Handle to fall upon thofe they Oppofed, 
with Slanders, forged Accufations and fuggefted Crimes ; 
from thence they proceeded to malicious and injurious, 
affaulting Men in their private Affairs, and endeavour- 
ing to Seng them into Troubles and Difafters from 
their perfonal Enentics; reproaching them who they 
could no otherwife reach with their private Mistortunes, 
and charging them with private Crimes which they had 
no Ground for, or Proof of, and every thing that is 
Unmanly and Ungenerous has been done of this kind 
to fupport their Clamour againft the Treaty of Com- 
merce, as if this, with wife Men would not make their 
Cafe che worfe, and as if Men would not rationally con- 
clude, fure this Man is hard prefs’'d in the Argument 
he is upon, elfe he would never leave the Difputes thus 
and fall upon the Perfon. For what's all this to the 
Argument ? , 


This has been the Condu& of our Trade Prefervers ; 
and now the true Reafon of it all appears ; Now the 
Cheat and the Lye, and all thofe opprobrious Words 
which they have given to the MERCATOR, like 
a Man fpitting againft the Sun, fly back in their own 
faces. The foreign Knight, the ignorant Lawyer, and 
their yet more ignorant abettor, are the Men who Chal- 
lenge all thofe handfome Titles of Honour. 


Thefe are the Men who have Deluded the Nation, 
Impofed upon their Country, Enflamed the People, 
and raifed even a Sedition among our poor Tradefinen, 
againft fettling the Commerce; and how have they 
done it, but by falfe and imperfect Accounts for true ; 
pretending to call this, and that, and the other, an Ac- 
count.of our Trade with France ; and then todrawa 
Ballance of the Commerce their own way, and to their 
own purpofes ?

Eftimate can be made of the Trade by thofe Accounts. 


What can thefe Men fay for themfelves? What can 
they plead ? They have long held it our, and with faces 


inimitably bold againit all that has been faid, or could be 


faid. But now it fares in their faces; the Practice dif- 
covers them ; the daily Trade is a demonftration which 
they can never withftand; Ships go every Day to France 
loaden with all forts of Englifh Woollen Manufaétures, 
and yet none of thofe Goods or Ships are Enrred in 
the Cuftom-houfe for Francee How then can _thefe 
Mea have the face to tell us, the Cuftom-houfe Books 
give an Account of the Trade? And with what a Co- 
rinthian Countenance can they print Schemes, and 
draw Ballances between our Exportations and Impor- 
tions : 


Now they are all funk in the Dirt of their own 
fcandalous Defign, it is apparent: Now they were pub- 
lifhed to deceive, with a hope, that the Trick of it 
would never be difcovered. But Crime and Shame 
tollow one another ; and thefe Men are expofed now in 
the meer Confequence of their own Wickednefs. 


If it was ufeful to them by thefe Frauds, tho’ of a 
fhort duration, to Impofe upon and Delude the People 





of Britain; if they found their Advantage and Ac- 
count in the putting a falfe Glofs and a fraudulent Our- 
fide upon this part of our Commerce, and that fo 
mucl worth their while as to Mortgage their Confci- 
ences upon .it, and act againft known Truth, »bich 
muft be to att againft Principle, if they had any, much 
more muft it be worth our Readers, the Manuf atlurers 
of Britain: While to have thefe Cheats expofed, thefe 

rauds detected, and the World made afham’d of the 
Authors ; for che MERCATOR will not be afraid 
of their Names in its proper time and place, and may 
live to repay them, wath Iotereft, the Perfonal attacks upon 
Character, Reputation ani private Affairs, but not as 
a help to Arguments, as they have done. That’s a
